Will Investigate Railroad 
Corporation Returns. 


The past week has been a busy ‘one at 
the capitol, as far as the office of the 
comptroller general is concerned. Many 
of the big railroads sent in. their re- 
turns are expected because of the burn- 
board are expected this week.

labor says that the trade of the United | 
States with Brazil aggregate in round 
numbers $110,000,000, a. larger sum than 
with any other country of South Ameri- 
Our imports from Brazil for the| 
year 1905 aggregated $99,843,094 
against $15,354.90! from Argentina and 
$i1.071.613 from Chile. Exports to Bra- 
zil from the United States in 1905 were 
$100,985,086 against $23,564,066 to Ar- 
gentina, and formed less than one- 
fifth of our total exports to South 
America. Of the imports from Brazil 
1905. $64,000,000 was coffee; $28..- 
500.000 India rubber and $2,750,000 
hides and skins. Comparing conditions 
1905 with those of i895 the bulle- 
tin says the total exports to Brazil show 
a fajl off from $15.165.079 in i895 to 
$10,985,096 in {!905, this decrease oc- 
curring chelfly in provisions.
